Probes Were Carried on 
Independently and Evi- 
dence Compared When 
They Were Completed.

Evidence Shows Wood- 
ward Was on Mother’s 
Orange Farms and Not 
in California. 


Floyd Woodward is believed to 
have been in Florida at the time 
when he is supposed to have writ- 
ten and mailed his famous letter 
to the police last March from Cali- 
fornia, according to information 
disclosed Thursday. Three separate 
investigations pointed to this con- 
clusion. 

The strong Indications support- 
ing this belief throw serious doubt 
on the authenticity of the letter, 
which the police and detective de- 
partments have been using as evi- 
dence to support their defense in 
the bunco probe now under way. 

Solicitor-General Boykin, United 
States postal inspectors and a pri- 
vate detective working for Thomas 
Skipper, president of the Georgia 
Carpenters’ union, found that their 
investigations, which had been con- 
ducted independently, all reached 
the conclusion that Woodward was 
in Florida when the letter is sup- 
posed to have come from him in 
California. 

On Orange Plantation. 

“We have received no reliable in- 
formation to show that Woodward 
was in California at the time the 
letter is supposed to have come 
from him in that. state,” said a 
United States postal inspector 
Thursday. He declined to discuss 
the case further. 

“Strong indications poiat .to 
Woodward's presence on his moth- 
er’s orange plantation near Orlan- 
do, not far from Jacksonville, at 
the time the letter is supposed to 
have been received from him in 
California,” said the private de- 
tective, whose name is withheld, as 
he is working on other cases. 
-“Solicitor-General Boykin,a Unit- 
ed States postal inspector ana I 
checked up our results recently, 
and we found that we had all gath- 
ered the same information, though 
there had been no previous com- 
parison of notes on the case,” he 
continued. “Just as the net was 
closing around him, Woodward 
dropped out of sight. 

“Mr. Boykin was trying to locate 
the orange plantation. Postal in- 
spectors asked that they be allowed 
to arrest him. I volunteered to kid- 
nap Woodward if Mr. Boykin would 
protect me from ae kidnaping 
charge. 


Search Still On. 

“T gent down a man who knew 
Woodward, and he arrived in Jack- 
sonville on the same day Wood- 
ward left. My man just missed him. 
The search for Woodward is still 
being prosecuted. 


“Two pals of Woodwar old me 
in March, when the WoodwWard let- 


ter was supposed to have been writ- 
ten and signed by him in Califor- 
nia, that Floyd was in a Jackson- 
ville hotel. They said they had left 
him the day before they came to 
Atlanta. They told me that an- 
ether con man was with Woodward 
down there near Jacksonville. 
“Another man, an ex-gambler 
who knew Woodward, gave me the 
same information at about the same 
time. I know for a certainty that 


there could have been no collusion» 


between the informants and that 

the men worked independently. The 

ex-gambler is on very unfriendly 
terms with the other two.

Jewell Claims Roads 
Have Not Presented Ev- 
idence Warranting Low- 
er Wages. 


Chicago, May 5.—A request that 
the railroad labor board dismiss the 
case of nearly one hundred rail- 
roads which are seeking wage re- 
ductions for their employees on the 
grounds that the carriers have not 
prewented “any evidence warranting 
a lower rate of pay.” was made 
today by B. M. Jewell, representing 
the railway labor unions, in con- 
cluding his rebuttal testimony. 

Arguments against the wage re- 
duction proposals submitted to the 


labor board by railway executives 
were summed up today by Mr. 
Jewell, president of the railway em- 
ployees’ department of the meri- 
ean Federation of Labor. e de- 
clared that for the board to order 
a wage reduction now would only 
bring the dispute over new national 
working agreements back ‘before 
the board for determination “in a 
controversy of redoubted bitterness 
and we would have a condition of 
utter chaos in the transportation 
industry.”

Georgia’s general assembly this 
year will set appropriations for va- 
rious state departments’ without 
recommendations as to amounts 
from the budget commission, for 
the first time since~the board was 
created. 

While no official announcement to 
this effect has come from Governor 
Hugh M. Dorsey and other mem- 
bers of the commission, which has 
been in session at the capitol for 
the past week, those closely con- 
nected with state affairs and stu- 
dents of the critical financial con- 
dition of the treasury indicate that 
this procedure will be followed. 

The usual individual institutional 
and departmental examination has 
not been made this year, but 
throughout this period the commis- 
sion has been collecting important 
data that will be valuable to the 
new legislators. In line with this 


policy, it is believed that the board 


will not make extensive recofu- 
mendations, but will be very con- 
cise and devote most of its report 
to recommendations designed to tm- 
prove the state’s financial condition, 


Sound Business Principk. 


As it has done heretofore, the 
commission will emphasize that “it 


is a sovnd business principle and aj 


matter of common honesty for a 
state as well as an individual to 
make its expenditures comport with 
its income.” In this connection, the 
board will renew its recommenda- 
tion that the legislature strike 
something of a balance sheet when 
it sets down various appropriations 
so that it will know the income 
when it provides for expenditures. 

One of the changes the commis- 
sion will recommend, according to 
indications, will be to remove the 
handling of automobile kcenses 
from the secretary of state’s office 
to the highway commissien, to 
which this work is so closely re- 
Should such a recommenda- 
tion be made, the governor would 
be given authority to appoint a 
manager to purchase and sell li- 
censes., 

One of the most striking feajures 
of the last report of the commis- 
sion was its references to the nu- 
merous boards of trustees of edu- 
cational institutions. That feature 
unquestionably will be renewed in

No announce- 
ment was forthcoming from the 
white house, but it was regarded 
as probable that a decision on the 
invitation would await the regu- 
lar cabinet meeting tomorrow. 


TEXT OF ALLIED 
DEMAND ON GERMANY. 

London, May 5.—The allied ulti- 
matum issued to Germany today 
summons her to reply categorically 
by May 12 at the latest whether 
she will perform her unfilled ob- 
ligations under the treaty of Ver- 
sailles, primarily as to the payment 
of reparationg@ to the allied powers. 

Should Germany fail to comply, 
the allies give notice that they will 
proceed on May 12 with the occupa- 
tion of the Ruhr valley, “and to un- 
dertake all Other military and naval 
measures.” 

The terms for Germany’s pay- 
ment of her debt to the allies are 
to be given her by the allied repa- 
rations commission by tomorrow, 

Meanwhile the allies, the  ulti- 
matum states, are to continue with 
all necessary Preliminaries for the 
occupation of the Ruhr. 

The ultimatum was handed to Dr. 
Stahmar, the German ambassador 
in London, this morning. It Yeads, 
after reciting Germany's unfyl- 
filled treaty obligations with re- 
gard to disarmament, reparations, 
the trial of war criminals and oth- 
er matters, as follows:

ing Program Here. 


That Atlanta has been definitely 
settled upon as the site for the big 
southern Moose home, which the 
Loyal Order of Moose is to erect in 
the south as a companion to the 
home for orphans of Mooseheart, 
near Chicago, wags intimated in mes- 
Sages received Thursday by offi- 
Clals of the local logge. 

The same message’contained infor- 
mation that Atlanta would likewise 
be selected as the meeting place for 
the 1923 national, convention of 
Moose, a gathering which, it is 
stated, will bring, at the lowest es- 
timate, 75,000 visitors to the city. 

Work onthe big Moose home, with 
its handsome structures, will start 
at an early date, it is expected, and 
it is believed that it will be very 
near to completion by the time the 
1923 convention is held. 

Big Tract Required. 

The message, which was received 
from Secretary Brandon, of the Chi- 
cago lodge, did not say which of 
several sites in Atlanta and vicini- 
ty had been favored. The home will 
be built outside of the city, where a 
tract of several hundred acres can 
be secured, and it Is known that a 
number of tracts haye beep under 
consideration. 

James J. Davis, secretary of labor 
in President Harding’s cabinet, is 
head of. the Moose, and he will 
probably visit Atlanta in the near 
future. Local officials believe that 
at that time definite anouncement of 
the exact site to be acquired will be 
made. 

Pian Development. 

The local lodge held a meeting 
Thursday afternoon, at which time 
plans for the future development of 
the lodge were made and the feasi- 
bility of entertaining the convention 
in 1923 was discussed. 

Committees were named to inves- 
tigate the possibilities of entertain- 
ing the convention at that time and 
to co-operate with the Atlanta 
convention bureau, chamber of com- 
merce and other civic bodies in se- 
curing and arranging for the big 
gathering.

“And I want to say, further, that 
every member of the Atlanta police 
force, with but few exceptions, from 
Chief Beavers on down to the newest 
supernumerary patrolman, has, dur- 
in this era, used every effort possi- 
ble to break up crime and protect 
Atlanta property.” 

During this time, he declared that 
the police board had made every ef- 
fort to encourage the police in sup- 
pression of crime. He read excerpts 
from resolutions introduced by him- 
self, calling on the recorder not to 
give fines in liquor cases, but to 
bind offenders over to the grand jury 
in order that they might receive 
chaingang séntences.

“Some of 
them are cases against bunco men, 
too, and I don’t hesitate to say that 
the police were far more successful 
in eevottnd these men and having 
them bound over to superior court 
than the solicitor-general was in 
eg them over after they got 
there.” 


“This is pure argument,” 
posed Chairman Sims. 

“I’m not arguing. I’m swearing,” 
cried the witness. “And I'm compe- 
tent to swear.” 

He then stated that a bunco man, 
Costello, was released in superior 
court by forfeiting an $800 bond; 
that Page, alias Patterson, was re- 
leased when his bond was reduced 
to $1,000 from $10,000 by the so- 
licitor; that Charles Fisher got free 
by seg & $500 bond. 

“Do. you know these things of 
your own knowledge?’ asked Mr. 
Black.

Dramatic Reply. 


Mr. Chambers pointed his finger in 
the direction of Solicitor Boykin, 
who was seated just a few feet 
away. * 

“If I make erroneous statements,” 
he shouted, “indict me for perjury. 
You've tried to indict me alread 
and failed,” he added. , 

Another case he called attention to 
was the arrest of Floyd Woodward 
on a liquor charge. 

“Woodward was caught red-hand- 
ed, and in this case I went to the 
solicitor general in person,” he de- 
clared, “and asked him to get @ 
chaingang sentence. I went to 
Judge Humphries; I went before the 
grand jury, but the grand jury never 
got a chance to indict him. 

Attacks Ewing. 


“Joe Ewing, Woodward's attorney, 
sat down to a typewriter in the 
solicitor-general’s office and wrote 
out an accusation against his own 
client and then slipped into the 
court of an out-of-town judge, who 
was sitting here and was unfamiliar 
with the situation, and got another 
man to come in and take the blame 
and pay a fine and nobody Knows 
what ever became of the case 
against Floyd Woodward. 

“And if. the solicitor-geners! had 

prosecuted this case, Floyd W ood- 
ward would have been on the chain 
gang. The exchange on West 
Peachtree street would have te 
mained idle. Holley would have 
saved $11,000 and Joe Ewing could 
have kept the furniture in 85 Love- 
oy street.” 
, “What's all that got to do with 
the police department?” interrupted 
Alderman Goodhart as Mr. ham- 
bers paused for breath. 

“What's Birmingham got to do 
with it or commission government? 
asked Mr. Chambers heatedly. 

Jones Is Peacemaker. 

About this time, Mr. Jones 
thought it well to pour oil on trou- 
bled waters. He told the witness 
that while he disagreed with the 
ruling of the committee, the com- 
mittee had repeatedly expressed it- 
self as opposed to that sort of 
speech making and urged Mr. 
Chambers to stay within the 
proprieties. 

“All right,” said .Mr. Chambers, 
“ask me a question—anybody.’ 

Mr. Jones accommodated him. He 
asked him how many bunco men 
had been turned over to superior 
court by police since “this storm 
broke.” 

“Six,” replied M® Chambers, “and 
only Abe Powers has been punished. 
The others have escaped by paying 
sums to the solicitor-gwenefral in 
settlement of bond forfeitures when 
everybody knows that -there is no 
law for-such settlements.” 

He testified hat he had kKrown 
Chief Poole for eight or ten years 
and that he was efficient, honest, 
and capable. He had known Chief 
Beavers. for many years and he was 
upright, honest, and capable. In 
all his close connections with the 
police department he had not seer 
the slightest indication that any o 
its members were in collusion with 
crooks, Considering the obstacles 
thrown in their paths, he said, he 
considered that they had made very 
efficient efficers and that their 
achievements compared fayorably 
with the achlevements of any de- 
partments he had ever known of or 
read of. , 

“fet me say in this conncetion,” 
he added, “that according to indict- 
ments presented, $106,000 has been 
lost here through a period of five 
years by victims of the bunco game 
and in one year of that period the 
police have secured $500,000 in prop- 


i erty and restored it to the owners.” 


Went On Raids. 

Mr. Chambers declared that he 
had taken a deep personal interest 
in the affairs of the police depart- 
ment. 

“T have accompanied officers on 
numerous raids—including raids on 
Nat McWhorter’s place,” he said. 

In reply to questions by MY. 
Jones, the witness declared that. At- 
lanta is considered a cosmopolitan 
city, which in recent years has nat- 
urally attracted an influx of wide- 
awake and intelligent crooks. To 
combat these crooks, the police 
force has largely been drawn from 
native stock, mostly men from the 
farms, and such men are not ac- 
customed to the bunco type of crim- 
inal; had no training, which would 
have permitted them to soccessful- 
ly cope with these finished products 
of the underworld, and didn’t have 
time to cope with them anyhow. 
their time being used in curbing 
crimes of violence. 

“There has been no effort made 
to train detectives along these 
lines,” was his admission. “The de- 
partment has no facilities for such 
work.” 

The rogues’ gallery he described 
as an unsatisfactory affair, run 
without any particular regard ts 
system. 


Aequaintance With Woodward. 

Asked about his aoquaintance 
with Floyd Woodward, he declared 
that he had never seen Woodward 
until he was arrested on the liquor 
charge. He had never suspected 
that he was the head of an organ- 
ized band of confidence men, but had 
understood that he was a gambler 
of a type of which there was a)- 
ways a coterie in Atlanta—men who 
would shoot craps, play poker or 
bet on a horse on the slightest 
provocation, 

He then cited court records to 
show that Floyd Woodward hadn't 
married Ruth Gober -:until nearly a 
year after the Mills killing. 

“She obtained her» divorce,” said 
Mr. Chambers, “in July, 1920, with 
Joseph O. Ewing as attorney for 
the plaintiff.’’ 

He said that he had never even 
heard of Clyde Smith or Ed Ellis 
before the present ,charges were 
brought against the Solice départ- 
ment. 

The police, he said, had been par- 
ticularly busy in 1919-20 due to tiie 
fact that the department had bhe- 
come run down through members 
entering the army. ' 

Asked about raids in which he 
had participated. he declared thar 
they were on gambling resorts and 
were generally made without war: 
rant. 

“And you know the officers took 
their lives in their hands when they 
made these raids this way witho:t 
authority of law—but they had to 
de it,” he said. 


Fines Benefited City. 

“As long as the men captured in 
these raids paid fines in the re- 
corder’s court,” he asserted, “the 
city benefitted. But when they 
were bound* over to the higher 
courts, the criminals were able to 
get off on small fines or bond for- 
feitures and the money wernt to 
officers under the fee system.” 

Mr. Chambers then detailed the 
hardship imposed on policemen by 
being compelled to attend court ‘as 
witnesses on their own time, and 
then doing full duty for the city. 
He asserted that freqivtntly calis 
came in the police station that were 
unanswered because there was no 
one to answer them, the men being 
busy on some other duties. 

In reply to 
Mr. Chambers declared “the last peo- 
ple on earth that I would like to 
see the police department protect, 
are men who come here expecting 
to skin someone and then get 
skinned themselves.” 

“What effect has the fee system 


On enforcement of the law?” asked | 
Mr. Clay, who blushingly added that

he had personally ‘been a beneficiary 
of the fee system. 
Demoralizing Effect. 
“Most demoralizing,.”” said Mr. 


Chambers. 

He then declared that last year’s 
record showed that there had been 
$9,000 in bond forfeiture in whisky 
cases made by Detectives Payne and 
West alone. 

“If Solicitor-General Boykin saw 
that these forfeitures were paid— 
and I guess he did—he received not 
less than $6,000 from their work,” 
he declared. 

“What do you think will be the 
final result of the fee system's 
workings?” asked Mr. Clay. 

“Mr. Clay.” replied Mr. Chambers, 
“T am an optimist and I believe that 
the day will come when even so- 
licitors-general will favor the sal- 
ary system.” He then quoted the 
“Gods of things as they are poem.” 


Quotes From Pope. 


Mr. Chambers was about to say 
something in reference to Solicitor- 
General Boykin, when Mr. Black 
arose and rather sternly remarked, 
“This thing has gone just as far as 
I am going to permit.” 

“Just let me say this,” said Mr. 
Chambers. “I promise you that you 
will like. it.” 

“T’ll trust you that far,” said Mr. 
Black, and Mr. Chambers burst into 
Pope's prayer. . 

“Even you will admit that the 
fee system is bad,” suggested Mr. 
Chambers to Mr. Black, as he de- 
scended from the stand. 

“T took fees for five years,” said 
Mr. Black. “I will not desert them 
in their infirmity.” 

Dismissal ef Carter. 

The witness was on the board 
when the order dismissing Officer 
Carter was rescinded at the recom- 
mendation of the chief of police, he 
admitted. Councilman Couch was 
questioning him at this time. 
~“During your time on the board, 
were any of Chief Beavers’ candi- 
dates for promotion defeated?’ ask- 
ed Mr. Couch. 

“Tl don't recall it. I recall once 
when the board overruled the chief, 
when the board allowed gambling 
at the Southeastern fair.’’ 

He said that he thought Chief 
Beavers had been chief in fact while 
he was a member of the police 
board, with the exception. stated 
above. 

“T am not against abolishing the 
police board, but I don’t think it 
will be the panacea expected. The 
finance bo.urd is still the arbiter. I 
think lump sum _= appropriations 
would get the same results,” said 
Mr. Chambers. 

Before Grand Jury. 

He said he was before the grand 
jury inApril, 1920, to outline the 
increasing crime and “red light” 
situation. 

He said that last year he was at 
dinner where liquor was served, at 
the time when raids were being 
made on liquor joints. 

“T had dinner with a citizen at 
that time when cocktails, highballs 
and champagne were served in the 
good old style,” he said. 

“Don’t give his name publicity, 
but whisper it to me later,’ urged 
Chairman Sims. 

Asked about the work of officers, 
he said: 

“One Saturday we had supper at 
Martin’s cafe, and heard of a game 
at the Northern hotel. Chief Poole, 
Lieutenant Shaw, several others and 
I went up there. We found eight 
men with stacks of money before 
thein. They called in an old man 
named Norton, who was running the 
place. Liquor was _ found, too. 

hey made bond. The old man paid 

50.0 in superior court, I think. The 
officers had to go to police court, 
superior court and the criminal court 
several times for those cases. That’s 
an illustration of what happens 
every time they make a case.’ 

Number of Cases. 


Efficiency of officers, he said, Is 
established by the number of cases 
they make, and the number of 
crimes or misdemeanors reported 
on their beats in which they make 
no cases. Promotion is based on 
this efficiency, he added. 

Chief Beavers brought out that 
several men were called before the 

olice board for failing to find 

ives and other places on their 
beats. The settlement of the cases 
was deferred until after the bunco 
probe is finished. 

Mr. Black asked about the cost 
of the police department comparéd 
to similar cities elsewhere. 

“We pay our patrolmen iess 
general,” said Mr. Chambers. 

Mr. Black tried to show that fed- 
eral courts averaged $25 to $50 as 
fines in liquor cases. Mr. Chambers 
said he understood that the fed- 
eral court went iight on one who 
had already b@en convicted in state 
courts, but treated them severely 
when the federal court had “first 
lick at them.” 

He urged a bureau of identifica- 
tion, daily papers from every city.

Poole on Stand, 


Chief C. Lamar Poole, of the de- 
tective department, followed Mr.

under the terms of the treaty 

of Versailles as regards, 

“First. disarmament. 

“Second. The payment due 
May 1, 1921, under article 235 
of the treaty which the repa- 
rations commission already has 
caHed upon it to make at this 
date. 

“Third. The trial of war 
criminals as further provided 
for by the allied notes of Feb- 
,ruary 13 and May 7, 1920, and, 

“Fourth. Certain other im- 
portant respects, notably those 
‘which arise under articles 264 
to 267, 269, 273, 31, 322 and 327 
of the, treaty, decide: 

To Prepare Ferces. 

“(A). To proceed from today 
with all necessary preliminary 
measures for the occupation of 
the Buhr valley by allied troops 
on the Rhine under the condi- 
tions laid down. 

“(B) In accordance with arti- 

cle 235 of the Versailles treaty 

to invite the allied reparations 

committee to notify the Ger- , 

man government without delay 

of the time and methods for 
the discharge by Germany of 
her debt and to announce its 
decision on this point to the 

German government by May 6, 

at the latest. 

“(C) To summon the Ger- 

man government to declare cat- 

egorically within six days aft- 
er receiving the above the de- 
cision its determination (1) to 
execute without reservation or 
condition its ebligations as de- 
fined by the reparations com- 
mission; (2) to accept and re- 
alize without reservation or 
condition in regard to its ob- 
ligations the guarantees pre- 
scribed by the reparations 
commission; (3) to execute 
without reservation or delay 
measures concerning military, 
naval and aerial disarmament 
of which Germany was notifiea 
by the allied nations in their 
note of January 29: those meas- 
ures in the execution of which 
they have so far failed to com- 
ply with are to be completed 
immediately, and the remain- 
der on a date still to be fixed 
(4) to proceed without feser- 
vation or delay to the trial of 
war criminals and also with 
other parts of the Versailles 
treaty which have not as yet 
been fulfilled. bs 

“(D) To proceed on May 12 
with the occupation of the 
Ruhr valley, and to undertake 
all other military and _ naval 
measures, should the German 
government fail to comply with 
the foregoing conditions. This 
occupation will last as long at 
Germany continues ter failure 
to fulfill the conditions laid 
down.” 

The protocol to be handed the 
German war burdens commission in 
Paris tonight by the reparations 
commission says: 

Wording of Protocol. 

“Germany will perform in the 
manner laid down in this schedule 
her obligations to pay the total 
fixed in accordance with articles 
231, 232 and °*233 of the treaty of 
Versailles, one hundred and thirty- 
two billion gold marks, less (A) the 
amount already paid on account of 
reparations; (B) sums which may 
from time to time be credited to 
Germany in respect of state proper- 
ties in ceded territory, etce.:; (C) any 
sums received from other enemy or 
former enemy powers; in respect to, 
which the commission may decide 
credits Should be given to Germa- 
ny, plus the amount of the Belgian 
debt to the allies,.the amounts of 
these reductions to be determined 
later by the commission.” 

The protocol then provides for the 
issue of bonds, as has previously 
been outlined, and which shall be 
secured on the whole assets of the 
German empire and the German 
states. 

The first series of bonds, for the 
amount of 12,000,000,000 gold marks, 
the protocol says, shall be created 
and delivered by July 1, 1921, but 
the interest of 5 per cent, plus 1 
per cent for a sinking fund, shall 
be payable half yearly from May l. 

The second series, for 38,000,000,- 
000 gold marks, shall be issued on 
November 1. The third series, for 
82,000,000,000 gold marks, shall not 
later than November 1, be deliver- 
ed to the reparations commission 
without coupons attached, and will 
be issued by the commission as and 
when it is satisfied the payments 
which Germany undertakes to make 
in pursuance of this agreement are 
sufficient to provide for the pay- 
ment of interest and the sinking 
fund On such bonds. The sinking 
fund shall be used for redemption 
of the bonds by annual drawings 
at par. 


To Be Government Bonds, 


The bonds will be German govern- 
ment bonds in such form and such 
denomination as the reparations 
commission®* shall prescribe for the 
purpose of making them marketa- 
ble, and shall be free from German 
taxes and charges of every descrip- 
tion, present and future. 

Until redemption of the _ bonds. 
Germany will be required to pay 
yearly 2,000,000,000 gold marks and 
26 per cent of the value of her ex- 
ports as from May ll, or, alterna- 
tively. an equivalent amount as fix- 
ed, was another .index proposed 
by Germany and accepted bythe 
reparations commission. 

“It is provided,” the protocol con- 
tinues, “that when Germany shall 
have discharged all her obligations 
under this schedule, other than her 
liability with respect to outstand- 


ping bonds, the amount payable each 
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year under this paragraph shai! be 
reduced to the amount requested in 
that year to meet the interest and 
simrking fund on the" bonds out- 
standing.” 

Germany is required to pay with- 
in twenty-five days 1,000,000,000 
marks in gold, approved foreign 
bills or drafts at three months on 
the German treasury. endorsed by 
approved German banks in London, 
Paris, New York or other places de- 
signated by the reparations commis- 
sion, 

As First Payment. 

These payments will be treated 
as the first two quarterly install- 
ments of the amounts due on Ger- 
many’'s liability to pay 2,000,000.000 
marks yearly and 26 per cent of the 
amount of her exports. 

Within twenty-five days the repa- 
rations commission shal! establish 
a special sub-commission, to be call- 
ed the committee on guarant3es, to 
consist of representatives of the al- 
lied powers, including a representa- 
tive of the United States in the 
event of that government desiring 
to make an appointment. This com- 
mittee shall comprise not more than 
three representatives from the na- 
tionals of other powers when it 
shall appear that a sufficient por- 
tion of the bonds are held by na- 
tionals of such powers as to justify 
their representation. 

This committee will supervise the 
application to the bonds service of 
the bonds assigned as security for 
payment, such a German maritime 
and land custom duties, and in par- 
ticular all import and export duties. 
the levy of 26 per cent on.the Ger- 
man exports and the proceeds of 
such ¢irect and indirect taxes or 
any ether funds as may be proposed 
by the German government and ac- 
cepted by the committee in substi- 
tution therefor. 

The twenty-six levy.on exports. 
less 1 per cent for sinkine fund, it 
is provided, shal) be paid by the 
German government to the export- 
ers. 

The committee is not authorized 
to interfere with the German a2- 
ministration. , 

To Provide Labor. 

Germany, it is stipulated, shali. 
subject to the prior epproval of 
the commission, provide such ma- 
terial and labor as anv allied power 
may require toward the restoration 
of the devastated areas of that 
power, or to enable any aliied power 
to procees! with the restoration and 
development of its industricl and 
economic life. The valne of such 
material and labor shall be deter- 
mined by German and allied valua- 
tors 

The receipts from the 50 per cent 
levy on German exports. decided 
mpon at the previous London con- 
ference, will he credited to Ger- 
many, under the present arranze- 
ment. 

Anv surplus receipts from the in- 
terest and sinkine furd nayments 
and the expert tax shall be an- 
Plied, as the commission thinks 
fit. to paving simple interest not 
exceedine 2% per cent from May 
1921. to May 1, 1926. on the halance 
of the debt not_covered by the 
bonds then issued. No interest on 
— balance shall be payable other- 
wise. 


CABINET STILL 
HOLDS REINS. 


Berlin. May 5.—The 
Chancellor Fahrenbach, which last 
night tendered its resignation to 
President Ebert, was continuing to 
function today in compliance with 
the president’s request that it re- 
main until a new_ministry was or- 
ganized. Informal conferences were 
in progress today among the coali- 
tion party leaders. 

Whether the present party bloc 
will be able to send another cabinet 
to the government’s bench in the 
reichstag is the subject of lively 
conjecture in. parliamentary circles, 
as is the question whether such a 
government could count upon the 
‘benevolent neutrality of the ma- 
jority socialists which is necessary 
ior an effective working majority. 

The new cabinet, it is pointed out, 
will aso be confronted with the 
prospect of being called upon to af- 
fix Germany's signature to the en- 
tente protocol on reparations, the 
nature of which had not been re- 
vealed here up to this morning. 
The reichstag was not in session to- 
day, on account of this being Ascen- 
sion day, but Dr. Simons, the foreign 
minister, agreed to discuss the sit- 
uation with the reichstag’s commit- 
tee on foreign relations. 

It is known that Dr. Simons 
counted himself out when the delay 
in the reply to his appeal to Presi- 
dent Harding indicated a negative 
answer. That Chancellor Fehren- 
bach and the rest of the cabinet 
would automatcially disappear with 
Dr. Simons was a foregone conclu- 
sion, as the ministry had staked 
its existence on the success of its 
attempt to win President Harding 
for mediation or arbitration. 

The cabinet’s resignation was 
formally presented by Chancellor 
Fehrenbach at 8 o'clock lasenight, 
after an all-day deliberation with 
his colleagues on the question of Tre- 
tiring immediately, or of awaiting 
the decision of the London confer- 
ence.

Dr. Holbrook told The Constitu- 
tion Thursday that Wilson does some 
collecting for him occasionally, 
and spoke highly of his character. 

Holbrook’s Statement. 


“Shortly after 6 o'clock,” Dr. Hol- 
brook said, referring to the evening 
the baby was left at the English 
home on Cone street, “Il left the 
Austell building in my car, with my 
son and Wilson, and Riley Russell, 
a young fellow who lives on the 
Howell Mill road. Russell had cut 
his left wrist and I had decided 
to take him home, as he was weak 
from loss of blood. 

“We took Russell home, and then 
went On to the corner of Ponce dé 
Leon and Boulevard, where we put 
several gallons of gasoline in the 
machine. I happened to think that 
I had been promising the matron at 
the Crittenton Home fortWoor three 
days that I would send for the wom- 
an, who then went under the name 
of Mamie Owens. I asked my son 
to drive out to the home and take 
her to the station, and then I got 
out and went on home, which is 
near Boulevard on Ponce de Leon. 
Wilson went with my boy. They 
returned in due time and Wilson 
went on home, just around the cor- 
ner from my residence.” 

According to young’ Holbrook and 
Wilson, they drove direct to the 
Florence Crittenton Home, took 
the woman straight from there to 
the Terminal plaza and let her out 
just in front of the Terminal ho- 
tel. That was the last they saw 
of her, they claim. 

Mra. Hicks Arrested. 


Mrs. Hicks was arrested in north 
Georgia on a@ warrant sworn out 
in Municipal court charging “cruel- 
ty to children.” She was placed in 
the matron’s ward at police station 
Wednesday night. She will be tried 
in municipal court Friday morn- 
ing. Dr. Holbrook’s son and Wil- 
son have both been subpoenaed as 
witnesses. The baby is still being 
cared for at Grady hospital. 

Accordin® to detectives, Mrs. 
Hicks’ father is a well-to-do farm- 
er. He is a justice of the peace, she 
said. Mrs. Hicks admitted her child 
is nameless. Its father is a well- 
to-do farmer living near Dahlone- 
ga, she said, but refused to divulge 
hig name. Her brother, Frank Gur- 
ley, arranged for her to come to 
Atlanta and give birth to the child, 
she said. 

“He fixed it with Dr. Holbrook for 
me to go to the Crittenton Home,” 
she said. “Dr. Holbrook attended 
me. A few days after the baby 
was born I decided to return to 
Chestatee. r. Holbrook sent his 
son for me in an automobile to take 
me to the station and on the way 
we made the deal by which I paid 
the man $20 to take the baby.” 

Mrs. Hicks claimed that she loves 
the child. 

Worrted Over Affair. 


“I've been sick and worried about 


this affair,” she said. “Il want my. 
baby back. Ill work my hands raw 
for her, if they'll let me have her. 
I'm just as sorry as I can be that 
sOme innocent people in Atlanta got 
mixed up in this. I didn’t mean to 
cause any trouble—l just wanted 
the baby to have a good home.” 
Mrs. Hicks said that she married 
W. E. Hicks, a gold_miner of Ches- 
tatee, in 1915, and lived with him 
but a few months before she was 
deserted. She is about 35 years 
old. She has a 3-year-old_ son, 
James, from that marriage, she said. 
Since the separation she has been 


living at home. 

Dr. Holbrook stated Thursday that 
he does not know the woman per- 
sonally. but had attended her out 
of sympathy. ‘ 

The baby. which had been chris-

Highly Honored 
On 80th Birthday 


A life consecrated to dissemina- 
tion of knowledge among people of 
his race and an incessant, arduous 
worker for over 50 years in at- 
tempting to better and exalt his 
followers with the hope of thereby 
helping to solve the strain of the 
racial problem, is the unique record 
of Dr. W. H. Crogman, professor of 
ancient languages at Clark univer- 
sity, who on Thursday celebrated 
his eightieth birthday. 

Special exercises were held at the 
school attended by the entire sta- 
dent body, scores of alumni, and a 
gatherine of white people from the 
city. The program consisted of a 
series of songs, sung by the stu- 
dents, and a feature of the event 
was the presentation to this noted 
educator of an envelope from an 
alumni member, containing $80, a 
dollar for every year of his life. 

It was an impressive scene and 
the house roared round after round 
of applause, an impetuous demon- 
stration of esteem in which Dr. 
Cro7man is held. 


Remarkably Active. 


Despite time’s visitation of eighty 
years upon his snow white head, 
the professor is still remarkably 
active and is tireless in his efforts 
to romote good will among his 
pupils and the inculcation in their 
minds of the necessity for, cleaner 
livine, coupled with the striving for 
an ideal which will elevate them 
to a high plane of intellectual and 
moral efficiency and make better 
citizens of them. 

Several interesting episodes of his 
life were brought out at the meet- 
ing, which, summed up, point to him 
as one of America’s immortal negro 
educators: ranking in prominence 
with that greatest of all negro 
educational leaders, Booker 
Washington. ' 

Crogman talks freely of his 

, and enjoys relating experiences 

before and subsequent to his en- 
trance into the educational field. 

“TIT was employed in the fall of 
1870,” he said, “by the Freeman’s 
Aid Society of the Methodist Epis- 
copal church and was sent to Claffin 
university, Orangeburg, S. C., where 
I taught for three years. Leaving 
there 1 came eo Atlanta for the 
first time in 1873, for the purpose 
of’ completing my college cqurse 
in Atlanta university, a school even 
then known for the excellence and 
thoroughzress of its work as well 
as for its exceptionally high moral 
standards. My preparatory work 
had been taken at Pierce Academy, 
Middleboro, Mass. where I had 
grown up as a boy. 

Came To Clark, 

“Graduating from the Atlanta 
university after three years, I came 
to Clark university where I have 
been ever since. In my humble way 
I have tried to ‘rear the tender 
thought and teach the young idea 
how to shoot.’ No nobler or more 
responsible work was ever assigned 
to the lot of man or angel. I say 
this with deliberation after 51 years 
in the classroom as student and 
teacher, and I say it with the hope 
that many of the young men and 
women of my race reading these 
words may possibly be attracted to 
the teaching profession.” 

The earlicr events of his life are 
of a romantic character, having 
their origin in the West Indies, 
when in 1841 he was born, a British 
subject. He was never in slavery, 
and at 12 years of age was left an 
orphan, being taken in charge by 
a New England shipmaster. After 
sailing over the world for a few 
vears. he was brought back to New 
England and plac2d in school.

The 


controversy over alleged 
harsh and cruel treatment of con- 
victs in the Bellwood camp of 
Fulton county took a new turn 
Thursday, when William Petrich, | 
ex-convict whose testimony before 
the Atlanta Humane Society, Tues- 
day, was hotly assailed as falsehoad 


by Warden C. 3. Collier, re- 
turned to the attack with a state- 
ment charging the warden himself 
as being the principal exponent of 
floggings and other harsh treat- 
ment. 

Petrich claimed to have proof of 
his charges. He said he could pro- 
duce men employed at the camp as 
guards and in other positions to 
substantiate his testimony, and that 
he also possessed documentary evi- 
dence to support his attack, 

Among new charges brought 
against the camp administration 
was a statement that tubercular 
patients were kept in the same 
room with convicts suffering from 
other diseases, that white and black 
prisoners were housed together, and 
thet Petrich himself, while acting 
as hospital steward, had been lock- 
ed day and night for ten months 
into the same room with patients 
suffering from contagious diseases. 

He said that he was prevented 
from seeing friends and attorneys, 
while negro convicts were permitted 
to enjoy visits. Flogging, he said, 
was the “first and only resort” of 
the warden, and he cited an alleged 
instance in which a man had been 
cruelly beaten and transfered to an- 
other county after he had appealed 
to Governor Dorsey. 

Prisoners, he said, are mostly 
shackled to the “building chain” at 
night, and could not escape from 
the chains in case of fire. Over 
200 men are confined in cramped 
quarters, he asserted. The warden, 
he claimed, was always present 
when prisoners were questioned by 
visiting grand jurors and other in- 
vestigators, and men feared they 
would be beaten if they testified 
to the true conditions. 


TELEGRAPH COMPANY 
IS SUED BY COOPER 


James J. Cooper, formerly in em: 
Ploy of the Postal Telegraph com- 
pany, has filed suit against the com- 
pany for $48 principal and interest 
at 7 per cent from April 17, 1917. 
He claims that after he was em- 
ployed by the telegraph company 
he joined an association known as 
the Postal Telegraph Employees’ 
association, which was conducted by 
the company and from which mem- 
bers received sick benefits in the 
event they became incapacitated 
from no fault of their own. 

The petitioned claims that he was 
working in Washington, Ga., as 
manager of the station in Decem- 
ber. 1916, when he became incapaci- 
tated through no fault of his. Hea 
asked and received a leave of ab- 
sence effective January 1, 1917, he 
says, and went te Baltimore, where 
he took medical treatment and was 
cured and returned April 17, 1917. 
The company refused to give him 
his position, he stated, and has not 
paid him what is due him as a mem- 
ber of the employees’ association. 
Attorney George P. Whitman repre- 
sents the petitioner.

PLACE POPULATION 
OF CITY AT 265,512 


Advance copies of Atlanta’s 192] 
directory, which were distributed 
Thursaay, show that the present 
population of the city is 265,512, as 
against 258,544 shown by the di- 
rectory population of last year. The 
directory this year is a larger book 
than that issued for 1920, and con- 
tains several innovations in the way 
of information. 

One of the most noticeable “of 
these is the introduction of the cus- 
tom of printing a man's wife’s name 
in parentheses following his own. 
This custom was in vyogue some 
years back. 

Postoffice receipts for the year 
1920 increased $20,000,000 over the 
preceding year, while bank receipts 
were figured at $168,312,678 over 
1919. The school population of At- 
lanta is fixed at 32,682, about 1,000 
more than the figure for 1919. 

The directory lists the names of 
106,205 individuals as against 
103,422 for last year, and estimates 
for Atlanta and its more immediate 
suburbs is somewhat greater than 
last year—265,912. 


DECISION ON BONDS 
IS EXPECTED TODAY 


Hearing on the validation of the 
$8,850,000 municipal bond issue, 
passed on March 8, will be con- 
cluded today before Judge George L. 
Bell. It is expected that Judge Bell 
will render a decision Friday, al- 
though he may take the matter un- 
der advisement. 

Attorney Walter R. Brown, as a 
taxpayer, is seeking to _ prevent 
validation of bonds on the grounds 
that the election was illegal. It was 
contended by City Attorney James 
L. Mayson that the bond issue would 
stand if ballots of all women who 
voted in favor of the issue were 
thrown out. 

Upholding the legality and consti- 
tutionality of the bond issue, Mr. 
Mayson contended that the registra- 
tion for the special election also 
constituted the registration for the 
general elections, thus obviating the 
objection of the intervenor that the 
statute had been violated. The city 
attorney also argued that public 
opinion behind the bonds is almost 
unanimous, as indicated by the fact 
that less than 1,000 votes were re- 
corded against the issue out of a 
total of about 23,000 votes cast. 

The College Park bond issue: of 
$70,000, voted for schools and pub- 
lic improvement, will also hinge 
upon the decision of Judge Bell. 
Judge Garland M. Watkins an- 
nounced that he had been retained 
by Dr. J. J. Foster, of College Park, 
to contest validation of College Park 
bonds upon the same grounds on 
which the local bond validation is 
being contested. 

George Whitman, city attorney of 
College Park, announced he would 
not request the solicitor general to 
file a petition for validation of 
bonds until Atlanta’s bond cage had 
been settled, but would do so as 
soon as a decision was made. Judge 
Watkins said he would file the con- 
testing plea as soon as the petition 
was filed.

Mr. Anderson 
Strongly urged a perpetuation of 
the pioneer spirit of the private 
business school, and strongly ad- 
vocated the necessity of licensing 
Lusiness colleges in order to pre- 
vent fraud by men from other 
States coming to a state, opening a 
business college, gaining a huge 
profit, and then going to other 
parts for the reopening of a simi- 
lar business. This is manifest:y 
unfair, he declared, to the old, es- 
tablished business colleges which 
have built reputations for honesty 
and efficiency by years of satisfac- 
tory service to the public.

Johnson, dean of the school busi- 
ness administration, Emory univer- 
sity, from the collegiate standpoint;

Thursday morning L. S. Hawkins, 
of the federal board of vocational 
training, Washington, and Dudley 
M. Hughes, vice chairman for the 
State board of vocational training, 
delivered addresses to a large group 
of teachers at a breakfast given in 
the Piedmont hotel. Mr. Brittain, 
In commenting upon this meeting 
later, declared that he considered 
it “one of the finest and most en- 
so attending the conven- 
ion.” 

Explains Funds, 

A large gathering assembled in 
the house of representatives hall 
at the state capitol at 2:30 o’clock 
in the afternoon. Mr. Brittain pre- 
sided and talks were made by sev- 
eral well-Known educators. In tha 
absence of Dr. James H. Dillard, 
director of the Jeans and Slater 
funds, the work of these boards 
was explained by Professor Jaines 
L. Sibley, of the University of Geor- 


gia. 

“These funds,” Mr.@Sibley stated, 
“are used to encourage teaching of 
industrial work in negro schools. 
The Jeans fund can be secured to 
enable county boards of educatiodn 
to employ colored women who are 
trained in cooking, sewing, garden- 
ing and health work to teach these 
subjects in negro schools. Twenty- 
seven Georgia counties employ 
these teachers, who work under the 
direction of the county superintend- 
ent of schools. 

“The Slater fund is available to 
help county boards to establish at 
least one good industrial school in 
the county where negroes can be 
trained in agriculture, carpentry, 
blacksmithing, cooking and sew- 
ing. Some work can also be given 
in the last year of schoo)! to train

Resenwald Fund. 

Mr. Sibley added that there was 
a third fund, known as the Rosen- 
wald fund. which is available to 
help county-boards of education to 
erect good buildings for negro 
schools. Small amounts, he said, 
are given to each county, provided 
negroes raise a like amount, and 
the property is deeded to the county 
and controlled by the county board. 
All of these funds must be secured 
through the state department of 
education.

General Taylor is right in his 
position that the better thought of 
both races in the south are, by 
working together, solving these 
problems.

bama, the Democratic leader, lashed 
Senator Boise Penrose, the Pennsyl- 
vania republican “boss,” can only 
be appreciated through having 
knowledge of the political and per- 
sonal characteristics of the Pennsyl- 
vanian, who is of the overbearing, 
rule-or-ruin type of infallibles; and 
then by realizing the “senatorial 
courtesies” that are sometimes as 
disgusting as they are obtrusive. 

Of course Penrose, like Mark 
Hanna of old, is “a republican party 
unto himself.”

Underwood said it covered the cases 
of four or five men in the postal 
service who lost their lives while 
serving with@ the army in Siberia, 
or were so injured in health they 
died afterward. Senators Penrose 
and Smoot took the ground that it 
should properly have been referred 
to the finance committee. A charge 
by Mr. Underwood that the record 
had been changed in order to send 
the bill to the finance committee 
brought a demand that the stenog- 
rapher’s notes be produced.

Senator Penrose disputed the right 
of a senator to regulate the refer- 
ence of bills introduced in the sen- 
ate. Senator Underwood turned to- 
ward the republican side, looked di- 
rectly at Penrose, sitting in his seat 
across the aisle, and said: 

“Mr. President, the senator from 
Pennsylvania has taken it upon him- 
self to inject himself into my affair 
in my time, and says there is some 
feeling on my part about the ref- 
erence of a little bill. It is not a 
matter of any grave importance. It 
is a question of the construction of 
awar claim by some men who 
served in a postoffice capacity in 
the army and have no army status, 
but who lost their lives while serv- 
ing with the army in Siberia. I 
wanted the bill referred—’” 

Senator Penrose . got. up, 
started to ask a question. 

“Tf the senator will take his seat 
and let me finish,” Mr. Underwood 
said, “I should prefer to make my 
own speech in my own time. If the 
senator from Pennsylania wants to 
address the senate when I get 
though he can take the floor him- 
self.’

“Minding [ts Own Business,” 
Striking Editorial of Boston Globe

The presence of millions of Afri- 
cans, enjoying relative freedom, in 
the midst of a nation of whites is 
something without preced qt in his- 
tory. And the adjustments which it 
requires are correspondingly novel. 


It has taken many centuries for 


disagreeing religious sects can live 
elbow to elbow without serious con- 
sequences to their souls, bodies or 
estates. Jrante@ the accustomed 
rate at which man gleans these les- 
sons of mutual tolerance, the head- 
way which is being made toward 
the adjustment of this racial juxta- 
position in our south can be seen 
to be far from discouraging. 
Competent testimony has just been 
gathered in the south and delivered 
from the pulpit of Trinity church 
by Rev. Dr. Mann. In brief, it is 
that the south itself is shouldering 
this responsibility for the well-be- 
ing of the negro and just relation- 
ships between the two races in a 
mafiner which bids fair to prove 
far more effectual than any amount 
of interference, however well in- 
tentioned, from the outside.

The instrument is an inter-racial 
committee, made up from the best 
elements of both races.

VITAMINS AND FOOD FALLACIES 

Scurvy is a mystery to the laity 
because the fully developed dis- 
ce .se is not commonly seen in this 
country, though mild forms of scur- 
Vy are perhaps much more common 
than people in general are aware. 
The fully developed disease, in in- 
fants Or adults, is characterized by 
bleeding from the gumgé, sore swol- 
len gums, foul breath, bleeding be- 
neath the skin or mucous mem- 
branes from. slight or no local 
cause (discolorations of the “black 
and blue” kind, sometimes wrong- 
ly ascribed to blows or abuse), pale 
complexion, a painful gait or pains 
in the legs (sometimes mistaken 
for “rheumatism” or “paralysis’’). 
But this full-fledged scurvy is not 
the ordinary every-day scurvy, 
which is too easily overlooked or 
unrecognized. The more common 
form is not so clearly manifested; 
there is lack of physical and men- 
tal vigor, vague pains usually light- 
ly ascribed to “rehumatism” (al- 
though there is no such disease or 
condition as “rheumatism’’), lack 
of appetite, in infants a noticeably 
pale or muddy complexion and sta- 
tionary weight and fretful dispost- 
tion. The scorbutiec nature of this 
condition in infants has been proved 
in innumerable cases by the prompt 
improvement and recovery of such 
infants after some anti-scorbutie 
substance has been added to the 
diet, such as orange juice, tomato 
juice, fresh cooked vegetable pulp 
strained through a sieve, or pure 
fresh raw milk. 

It is a fallacy to assume that 
foods which contain vitamins when 
fresh lose their vitamins in the 
process of canning. Many canned 
foods are innocent of vitamins, but 
canned foods of an acid nature, such 
as pineapple, tomato, rhubarb, and 
berries. may retain most or all of 
their vitamins for many months. 

Pasteurization more completely 
destroys the vitamins of fresh milk 
than dees boiling for a few min- 
utes, because the twenty minutes 
or thirty minufes of heating at 145 
Fahrenheit induces some change 
which five minutes or less of heat- 
ing at 212 Fahrenheit does not pro- 
duce—it has betn found that such 
short boiling does not impair the 
anti-scorbutic value of fresh milk, 
whereas pasteurization does. 

Dried or powdered milk, prepared 
by subjecting the milk to a temper- 
ature of 230 Fahrenheit for a few 
seconds, has been found to retain 
much of its anti-scorbutic value. 
Dr. Hess found anti-scorbutic vi- 
tamin was retained even by sweet- 
ened condensed milK when the milk 
was zealously protected from the 
air in the course of the condens- 
ing process, and he suggests that 
oxidation by the air accounts for 
the loss of vitamins in various 
cooking and canning processes.

Home canning processes common- 
ly do not exclude the oxidation fac- 
tor: nor do all factory canning proc- 
esses.

It should be 
clearly understood that a brace, 
splint or cast never strengthens 
weak or undeveloped muscles, and 
often makes the defective muscles 
weaker by preventing their proper 
functioning.

Washington, May 5.—( By Consti- 
tution deceased Wire)—A citizens’ 
military training camp tor the 
fourth army corps area will be con- 
aucted ivr a month this summer 
at Camp Jackson, Columopia, 38. C. 
[here will be approximately twelve 
hundred citizen cadets to take this 
training, that’ allotment being the 
pro rata for the seven states of the 
Atlanta or tourtn corps area. Ur 
the twelve hundred Georgia wili 
be allotted in the neighborhood ot 
LWO ibu...ed permits. 

Discussing these activities Secre- 
ta:y of War Weeks makes the fol- 
lowing statement: 

“The war department is vitally in- 
terested in the establishment and 
Buccesstul Operation of the citizens 
military training camps, authorized 
by section 47 of the national de- 
Jense act, wnich are to be conducted 
ee eanout the country this sum- 
ner. 

“Plans are now being formulated 
which contemplate a month of train- 
ing tor 10,800 citizens between the 
ages of 16 and 35 years without 
expense to them. These ‘citizens 
Will be drawn from all parts of 
the country. Quotas in proportion 
are being allotted to each state and 
to each community Within that 
state. This will assure a represen- 
tative body of citizens being as- 
sembled at these camps for train- 
ing. tl am most anxious that the 
men who take this training be thor- 
Oughiy representative not only of 
all parts of the country but al} 
classes. For this reason the quali- 
fications demand simple average in- 
telligence and physical ability to 
take the course prescribed. 

“The procurement of candidates 
is in the hands of the commanding 
general of the nine corps areas, cre- 
ated by the army reorganization act 
of June 4, 1920, and all applications 
received by the war department are 
referred to the proper corps area 
headquarters for action. 

“It is my opinion that these camps 
will prove a valuable asset in the 
broad scheme of national defense by 
aiding the upbuilding of the organ- 
ized reserves.” 

The headquarters of the Fourth 
Army corps area are in Atlanta, 
Major General Morrison in command, 
and applications from the southeast- 
ern states must be directed to him.

On Harding Policy

between the Harding administration 
and the irreconcilables in the sen- 
ate is inevitable. It has been brew- 
ing for days, with every effort on 
the part of the regulars tg appease 
and keep an insurgent movement 

down, but without success. 
Senator Borah’s determination to 
force the issue with the administra- 
tion on his disarmament resolution 
despite the president’s plain intima- 
tion that he does not wish to be 
embarrassed by it at this time, is 


regarded as the Opening gun in the 
anti-administration attack. The 
next step will be a demand for the 
recal] of American troops from Ger- 
many following passage of the 
Knox peace resolution in the house 
in keeping with the pronounced ir- 
reconcilable desire to get out of 
Europe, “lock stock and barrel.” 
The administration is expected to 
be able to compose differences on 
these minor issues, but will expe- 
rience its chief opposition should it 
undertake to use the Versailles 
treaty as the basis for the new un- 
derstanding with Germany. 
Treaty Is Issue. 


It is the latter issue that will 
precipitate the “showdown.” Irre- 
concilables say they will never ac- 
cept any part of the Versailles 
treaty as a basis for any interna- 
tional agreement, and on this. irre- 
vocable ground they expect to draw 
recruits from the heretofore. con- 
sidered conservative republicans. It 
is claimed that a fundamental prin- 
ciple of foreign policy is at stake, 
and upon that one question, there- 
fore, the real split in the party is 
forecast. While the fight will be 
spirited and very probably bitter 
the administration forces have the 
numbers to win. In the meantime 
the “party solidarity’ of which the 
white house has boasted is not only 
looming up in a threatened horizon, 
but is likely to be storm-swept be- 
fore the sky is clear. 

The irreconcilables profess to be 
gravely concerned over the posi- 
tion which Secretary of State 
Hughes is taking on reparations. 
Authoritative statements from the 
administration are to the effect 
that this government will interest 
itself in all peace settlements that 
may affect this country—that it 
regards reparations as the crux of 
economic stabilization and that 
every man, woman and child in 
this country is directly interested 
in its settlement. 

The irreconcilables point out that 
this policy commits this govern- 
ment to participation on the rep- 
arations settlement and that there 
goes with such participation a mor- 
al responsibility resting upon the 
United States to aid in enforcement 
of whatever agreements are made. 

Irreconcilables Opposed. 

Pronounced irreconcilables like 
Borah’ and Johnson see in such a 
program renewed interest in Euro- 
pean affairs and are not prepared 
to accept it. 

Whiie arl of this 
the democratic national committee 
has begun to function with more 
spirit than it has shown in months, 
and members of congress are being 
deluged with reminders of that cel- 
ebrated “statement” publicly issued 
last October by “31 pro-league re- 
publicans” who urged the election 
of Harding “as the surest way to 
ratify the treaty of Versailles, with 
modifications, and to join the league 
of nations.”

Inand Around the Capitol 


In the days just after the civil 
war, when Sumner and a few other 
rabid republicans attempted to es- 
tablish a black government in the 
south, Georgia politicians had to re- 
sort to many tricks to maintain 
white supremacy. And, although the 
opposition was always strong, the 
state and various counties always 
managed to secure democratic vic- 
tories in elections. 

“Ben Hill said there were only 
three ways to vote a negro on the 
democratic ticket,” said Secretary of 
State S. Guyt McLendon Thursday 
evening. as he recalled memories of 
the sixties, “and these three were to 
scare him, fool him or bribe him. 
To say that we didn’t use all these 
methods to good advantage would 
be putting it mildly. 

“Down in Daugherty county there 
were almost three times as many 
negroes as whites, yet the elections 
always went democratic. Finally. a 
prominent republican in Albany be- 
came tired of always losing. He 
asked to be placed onthe board of 
election managers, and this was 
granted,” continued the secretary. 


Received Ballots. 


“Well, when the day of the elec- 
tion arrived, several of us called the 
republican aside and told him that, 
in order to prove to him that we 
were holding fair elections, we 
wanted him to sit at the window, re- 
ceive the ballots and place them in 
the boxes. ; 

“This willbeone honest election,’ 
he remarked, ‘and the republicans 
will carry it.’” 

All the negroes voted in this pre- 
cinct. "There were about three times 
as many blacks as whites, and the 
republican smiled as he received the 
ballots, said the secretary. 

“When the boxes closed, we again 
showed our willingness for fair 
play,” asserted Mr. McLendon, in 
insisting that the republican open 
the ballot boxes and read the tick- 
ets. ‘ 

Democrats Win. 

“After he had completed his task, 
it was found that the democrats 
had won. The republican couldn't 
understand it. He swore that’ he 
had read twice aS many republican 
votes as democratic, but he couldn't 
discover anything wrong. 

“About twenty years later, the 
republican was talking to _one of 
the managers in Albany. He men- 
tioned this particular election and 
asserted that he had never been 
able to understand how his party 
had lost. 

“"Oh, that was easy,’ replied the 
manager. ‘We just kept you busy 
all the time and you couldn't see 
what was happening. We agreed 


to give every other republican vote | state’s 


to the democratic candidate, but 
we always called the ticket just 
as you read it. 

“"It was just a case of counting 
you out.’ 

Laughed at Hoax. 

“The prominent republican laugh- 
ed at the joke, admitted it was 
a good one, and said he deserved 
his defeat,” said Mr. McLendon. 

“Another favorite method of the 
democrats on election day was to 
get up a hunting, party. The large 
number of hunters would leave Al- 
bany and go to all the thickly ne- 
gro populated voting precincts. 

“At each voting place the party 
would stop. No one noticed the 
negroes and a discussion of the 
hunt was. started. Soon whisky 
was brought out and much drink- 
ing would follow. Then a quar- 
rel was begun, and after a while 
one man would pull a gun and 
‘shoot’ one member of the~-party. 
A small-size war would be the re- 
sult. 

“When it was all over—not a ne- 
gro would be left on the scene to 
vote—they evidently thought the 
woods were much safer,” concluded 
the secretary.

“IT do not believe that her life 
ever touched one of the thousands 
of girls without leaving an abid- 
ing impression upon that life. She 
was a woman of strong convictions 
but tender sympathy for all weak- 
er natures.” Early in the 80’s Miss 
Haygood resigned her position and 
went to China as a missionary of 
the Methodist Episcopal church. 
south, where she died many years 
later, having given her life to work 
among an alien race. Miss Hay- 
go0d’s memory is revered by the 
alumnae and although she has long 
since passed to her reward, her ex- 
ample is still an inspiration to the 
association she organized so many 
years ago.

place else’ where liquor has been 


seized,’’ Supervisor Gates asserted, 
“An investigation of the stolen 
liquor in New Orleans has been go- 
ing On for some time,” he con- 
tinued, “and the reason we made no 
announcement of the investigation 
was because we didn’t want to hunt 
squirrels with a brass band. 

“Il want to state, however, that I 
have every confidence in Theodore 
Jaques, and firmly believe he had 
no connection, direct or indirect, 
with the disappearance of the 
liquor from the New Orleans store- 
room. 

“Liquor has been stolen from 
practically every prohibition office 
where liquor was seized. The fault 
lies with the United States g0v- 
ernment, which failed to furnish 
the proper instrumentalities to 
properly care for the seized liquor.” 

Mr. Gates also announced that he 
had resigned as supervisor of the 
southwestern district. He declared 
he Was appointed inheritance tax 
attorney for the state of Arkansas 
two weeks ago. 

“IT may remain in charge of the 
southwestern district for two or 
three days, or it may be two or 
three weeks before my successor is 
appointed,” he said. 

Mr. Gates was the first witness 
before the federal grand jury to- 
day. He was followed by Theodore 
Jaques, local prohibition agent. 
Neither would say what had trans- 
pired in the grand jury room or in- 
dicate what turn the investigation 
was taking. 

Major R. B. Keating, of Little 
Rock, who was in charge of the lo- 
cal office for a short time, while Mr. 
Jaques was temporarily transferred 
to St. Louis, is scheduled to ap- 
pear Wefore the investigation body 
tomorrow.

SETS NEW RECORD

New York, May 5.—Operations in 
the stock market today totaled 


1,250,000 shares, the largest total of 
any session to date this year. The 
activity was accompanied by gross 
gains of 1to65 points in Nearly 
every quarter of the list. 

Among the incidents which accel- 
erated the advance were the opti- 
mistic views of Governor Harding, 
of the federal reserve board, and a 
concurrent reduction of the local 
rediscount rate for commercial pa- 
per. The latter was generally in- 
terpreted as proof of the further re- 
laxation of credits, which have been 
the chief obstacles to improvement 
in trade and industry for the last 
six months. 

Rails dominated the market,more 
than 2 score of those issues scoring 
advances of 1 to slightly more than 
3 points. Features of this group 
comprised many of the low grade or 
reorganized properties of the west- 
ern and southern divisions. Steels 
and railway equipments received ad- 
ditional benefit from the United 
States Steel wage cut. Steel 
common, at its best, added nearly 
another point to yesterday's maxi- 
mum, but this was shaded later. 
Improvement in the independent 
steels was more substantial. 

Shorts evidently deemed it ad- 
visable to reverse their position in 
oils and motors, and the same en- 
forced procedure accounted for the 
strength of shippings, leathers, 
chemicals and food issues, where 
less material gains were registered. 

The usual irregular condition 
ruled in the money market, cali 
loans holding firm on the exchange 
at 61% per cent, with free offerings 
inthe open market at 6 and even 6%. 
Exchange on London was barely 
steady, but French, Belgian, a 
and Italian rates continued bi 
strengthen, even the German remit- 
tance showing slight improvement.

WHEAT ADVANCES 
ON CROP REPORTS 


Chicago, May 5—Big upward 
swings today in the price of wheat 
resulted largely from adverse re- 
ports of crop conditions in the 
southwest. The market closed 
strong at 5% to 6%c net higher, 
with May $1.44% to $1.44%, and 
July $1.14% to $1.15. Corn gained 
% to 1%c; oats 1% to 2%, and pro- 
visions 15 to 55 cents. 

One of the leading crop experts 
of the country reported that there 
was evidence of notable deteriora- 
tion in the wheat fields between 
Wellington, Kan., and Enid, Okla., 
andthat the general decline in con- 
dition would manifest when the 
wheat plant heads. Before this 
news was received, the market had 
a downward slant, but persistent 
buying on the part of strong com- 
mission houses ensued, and with ex- 
port demand apparent both for 
wheat and rye, the advances there- 
after were rapid. Incidentally, bulls 
put considerable stress on the stim- 
ulus which it was contended should 
result from the lowering of redis- 
count rates at federal reserve banks. 
Trade during the advance seemed to 
beofamore general character and 
of a larger volume than has been 
the case for some time. 

Corn and Oats ascended with 
wheat. The rise was helped by ex- 
port sales of corn. lowa and Okla- 
homa advices told of damage to oats. 
Provisions were lifted by the grain 
bulge, aJthough depressed at first by 
weakness in the hog market.
